The general drift of affairs and the 
legislative discussions known to be con- 
fronting the House, for the first time in 
many years present a situation which 
has warranted the press in predicting 
“a Waterloo awaiting the government,” 
Knowing Canada as does Earl Grey, his 
attitude will necessarily aid in securing 
a dispassionate discussion of questions 
which will involve the expression of dif. 
fering views of Canada’s “duty to the 
empire.” 

The Dominion is experiencing record- 
breaking expansion in all directions, and 
although the national debt his been in- 


creased by about $95,000,000 in the gov- 
ernment’s efforts to do “big things,” such 
an increase does not appear immoderate 
when compared with that of the prévious 
15 years. 

The most important questions involv- 
ing these decided “differences” will be 
those connected with the premier’s ad- 
vances toward reciprocity with the United 
States and the establishment of a Cana- 
dian navy. | 

To all appearances the navy question 
was disposed of last session, when after 
a lengthy debate the government’s naval 
service act was passed by an almost 
“straight government majority.” But 
the strong Conservative objections to, it 
and the recent political upheaval in Que- 
bee foreshadow a spirited reopening of 
the naval question, with a possible 
amendment to the act. If the opposition 
gains the day such amendments would 
result in the proposed Canadian navy 
being more of an integral part of the 


. British navy than the original act insists 
| upon) 


It is an interesting coincidence that the 
plans for the proposed vessels’ of the 
government’s projected navy were not re- 
received from the home government when 
expected. 

Regarding reciprocity the Canadian 
press reflects much opposition and the 
same is expected in the House. Accord- 
ing to custom the opposition leader ex- 
presses no opinion until the government’s 
proposals are laid on the table. But other 
prominent Conservatives have been less 
reticent and a somewhat authoritative 
opinion is that the premier’s advances 
are “most inopportune.” 

There may be determined protection- 
ists who will oppose these advances upon 
the ground that they never will be 
opportune, but the more moderate posi- 
tion of present inopportuneness is under- 
stood to provide a platform which will 
accommodate a very large majority of 


the House, even the “out and out free | 


traders” of both parties. 

It is also considered that if the 
rumored tendency toward “tariff for 
revenue only” becomes an assured United 
States policy in the future the basis for 
this declaration of untimeliness will be 
removed and either party could without 
loss of dignity reconsider the question 
when the United States tariff had ceased 
to be so largely prohibitive of Canadian 
commerce. It is also conceded, even by 
“ardent Imperialists,” that such free in- 
terchange of commerce would not neces- 
sarily have any effect whatever upon the 
political or national allegiance of Can- 
ada, 

Turning to more domestic matters this 
parliament will have a long list of rail- 
way bills before it. The building of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific (transcontinental) 
line which is opening up new country 
northward, has led to great activity 
among various railway companies, 
many “north and south” lines being 
planned to open up the country lying be- 
tween the C. P. R.’s transcontinental and 
the new one. The western provinces will 
have by far the largest share of this new 
railway work.

CANADIAN PARLIAMENT: 
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TRY QUT NEW SYSTEM 
FOR CALLING CABS 
TNCITY-OF LONDON 


(Special to The Monitor.) 

LONDON—Useful as is the taxicab, it 
is not always an easy matter fo obtain 
one at a moment’s notice, as is evidenced 
by the long and shrill blasts of the 
whistle, which are far too frequent for 
the comfort of the immediate neighbors 
in many of the streets not in close 
proximity to a cab stand. Telephoning 
to the nearest cab stand is perhaps the 
most satisfactory method of procuring a 
taxicab, and it is certainly a means of 


accomplishing one’s object while causing | 


the least discomfort to one’s neighbor, 
The number of cab stands, however, that | 


are connected to the telephone, is some- ; 


what limited but, owing to the activity 
of the Commercial Motor Users . Asso- 
ciation and others, it is possible that the 
majority if not all of the cab stands 
will be “upplied with telephones in the 
future. With this object in view, ar- 
rangements have been made with the 
authorities for the installation of an 
experimental instrument at @ cab rank 
in the borough of Kensington. The in. 
strument, which is of special design, is 
to be fitted to the electric light standard 
close beside the rank. 

The instrument will be somewhat simi- 
lar to the fire alarms which are at pres- 
ent to be found all over London. At pres- 
ent only those cab ranks which are pro- 
vided with a shelter are connected to the 
telephone, vut if this new idea turns 
out to be successful all cab ranks 
whether provided with a cabmen’s shelter 
or not could be provided with a tele- 
phone. The advantages are obvious, and 
the idea will undoubtedly be most wel- 
come to residents in London, as it will 
go far to abolish a great deal of the in- 
cessant and unpleasant whistling for mo- 
tor cabs, “growlers” or hansoms, which is 
at present so common a feature of the 
London streets. 


DOVER'’'S NEW PIER 
USED FIRST TIME 


LONDON—The first boat express has 
just been run on to the Dover Admiralty 
Pier Extension, alongside the ‘landing 
stage and station which have just been 
erected. On this newly constructed stage 
which is 800 feet long, it will be possible 
to berth liners of the largest type now 
in course of construction, at any state 
of the tide. “According to a statement 
made by the chairman of the harbor 
board, the number of liners, amounting 
to 20 per month, calling at Dover at the 
present time will be increased to 60 
per month in the near future.

It was a me- 
chanic employed on the flying ground at 
Johannisthal, where the Parseval now 
has her headquarters, and he declared the 
temptation to make the trip was too 
much for him. He begged the captain, 
with a touch of humor, not to cast him 
overboard. Needless to say, the first 
stowaway ever discovered on an airship 
was pardoned. The ship and her occu- 
pants were welcomed at Kiel by enthu- 
siastic crowds; a dinner was given in 
honor of the captain at which Prince 
Adalbert, the Kaiser’s sailor son, was 
present, and a telegram of congratula- 
tions was sent by the Kaiser to Lieu- 
tenant Stellung. After several passen- 
ger trips the Parseval will return to 
Berlin.

OFFICIALS EXPLA 
EXPECTED DROP. IN 
THE COST OF LIN 


Government Statisticians Lay 
It to Workings of the Law 
of Supply and Demand and 
Not to Politics. 


, 


W ASHINGTON—Prices of food stuffs 
have been reduced from 10 to 20 per 
cent, according ¢o advices from Boston, 
Kansas City and other points, and the 
Pullman company is to make a reduction 
in the price of upper berths. 

These changes, following fast on the 
announcement that the country has gone 
Democratic, evoke various comments by 
public men in this city. The Democrats 
are inclined to say that they aré due to 
the fear of the trusts that there will be 
a Democratic presidentia. victory in 1912, 
to be followed by such a trust inquiry 
as will put these much talked of con- 
cerns out of business. 


Government officials in this city who 
make a specialty of food prices and 
related questions insist, however, that 
the lower prices for certain commodities 
in this country, recently announced, are 
directly and wholly due to the unfailing 
law of supply and demand, operating in 


all countries which raise food for export, 


Prices, say these experts, are dropping 
. not only in the United States, but the 
world over, and the law of supply and 
demand is once more on the side of the 
ultimate consumer. 


- Secretary Wilson of the department 
of agriculture and Ogden Armour, the 
latter speaking for the great packers, 
agree that the falling prices are due to 
the harvesting of America’s bumper crops 
of 1910, and of similar crops elsewhere 
in the world. It has been an unusually 
good crop year everywhere, with the re- 
sult that there is a stock of food pro- 
ducts everywhere available such as the 
world has not had for a number of years. 

All of the other agricultural countries, 
it is pointed out, are successfully meet- 
ing the competition of the United States 
in the worid markets. In this connec- 
tion attention is called to the fact that 
while the price of wheat has materially 
fallen, as compared with a year ago, 
very little American wheat is being 
exported. 

Russia, Hungary, <ndia, Argentina and 
Australia, which with the United tSates 
and Canada, are the wheat growing coun- 
tries of the world, are selling their sur- 
plus, due to a good crop year, at prices 
which we have been unable to meet, 
wherefore our wheat stays at home, for 
the most part, affecting prices in the 
home market. 

It is only when these wheat rivals of 
the United States have a succession of 
good crop years that the present condi- 
tion prevails, or can prevail. There has 
been an unusually large yield all over the 
world of cereals generally, and this sit- 
uation, obviousy, has affected the price 
of meats. So say the government ex- 
perts. 

In part the failure of this country ‘o 
take the foreign markets away from the 
other exporting nations is said to be due 
to the stubborn resistance of American 
farmers and middlemen, who desire to 
get the highest prices, and resist the 
tendency to export foodstufis at a time 
when the market is falling. They are 
financially able to hold off in hope that 
the glut of grain abroad will soon be 
absorbed, and prices rally in conse- 
quence. 

A year ago, it is pointed out, the 
same thing was done, when prices were 
abnormally high, in anticipation of a 
light yield this season, It was believed 
that there had been s0 many successive 
good crop years all over the world that 
1910 must show a trend in the other 
direction. But it didn’t, and as a result 
refusal to sell even when prices were 
high, in 1909, proved a rather mistaken 
policy. 

Nevertheless the losers were willing to 

tun the risk again, fortified as they are 
with the alternative of feeding the hold: 
ever stuff to live stock, if the experiment 
should again be unsuccessful. This of 
couzse means & larger and cheaper meat 
supply for next year, and it is upon this 
line of reasoning that Secretary Wilson 
and Mr. Armour base their predictions of 
a decided drop in the cost of living all 
along the line. 

The Democrats, as a matter of course, 
wil y to make good the position taken 
~ by them, that fear of a general Demo- 
‘atic victory in 1912, with attendant- 
investigations, ete., has brought about 
the chcnge, elthough the agricultural 
statisticians can’t see it that way.

Fruit business between this port and 
the tropics the coming year will show 
a 50 per cent increase, according to the 
statement of William Newsome, West 
Indian manager of the United Fruit 
Company. Bananas will exceed all other 
fruits, as usual. 

Little can be said as yet about a, 
crop in a statistical way, according to | 
Mr. Newsome, for the fruit which sovad 
be ready to ship early next year is now 
in the earliest stages of growth. 

About two of the company’s steamers 
arrive in port every weék now from the 
tropics, usually from Port Limon, Costa | 
Rica and Port Antonio, Jamaica. The| 
average banana cargo is 30,000 Sage 
from Port Limon and 25,000 from Ja- 
maica. 

About 5,000,000 bunches are sent to | 
England annually and it is thought that | 
in five years the number will be double. | 

It is said, however, that no effort will | 
be made-to increase the European trade, 
it being thought best to let it expand 
along natural channels, for in order to| 
transport perishable cargoes for so long | 
a distance, it is necessary to have large 
fast steamers and i: would take time 
and money to buiid them. 


HONOLULU Y.M.C.A. 
TO AID JAPANESE 


HONOLULU—The application of Jap- 
anese Vice-Consul Mori for membership 
in the Y. M. C. A. has been rejected by 
the board of directors, which decided not 
to admit Japanese, on the ground that 
the social incompatibility would militate 
against the usefulness of the organiza- 
tion. 

The directors, however, offered to assist 
in the formation of a Japanese branch 
of the association. 


PAYING FOR MILL PROPERTY.

George’s hasty visit to London on Thurs- 
day and his summoning of the privy 
council, The King, it was learned, deems 
the present crisis threatening to the en- 
tire system of English government. He 
therefore came to London with the hope 
of effecting a compromisé between the 
Liberals and the Conservatives. 

This was thoroughly digceussed both at 
the meetings of the privy council and the 
cabinet and still later, when he received 
Premier Asquith for a personal consulta- 
tion. The premier, howgver, refused to 
consider for an instant the question of a 
compromise and today made known the 
ultimatum to the House of Lords. The 
result was a keen disappointment to the 
King. 

Nevertheless, the declaration that King 
George considers the crisis the most 
serious with which England has becn 
confronted in a century has resulted! in 
a hasty awakening of the Lords. It 1s 
entirely possible now that they will give 
up at least some of their rights volun- 
tarily in an effoft to save the gvuvern- 
ment. 

Lord Lansdowne, leader of the Con- 
servatives, declared that the upper house 
stood ready to do its share toward af- 
fecting reforms and would concede the 


abolition of the hereditary principle and: 


a fuller representation of certain ele- 
menta in the House. 

These tardy promises by the Lords, 
however, are looked upon with suspicion 
by the Liberals.

Since the postal savings bank baie. was 
enacted, many postmasters, in making 
application to have posta! savings banks 
established in their offices, stated that 
they had been acing as bankers for a 
number of people through the sale. of 
money orders, and that money which is 
now being used to buy ‘money Orders 
would find its way into the postal sav- 
ings banks. when they were established. 

That purchasers of money orders do 
not cash them immediately is shown by 
the fact that during the last fiscal year 
the number of orders paid exceeded the 
number issued by 76,488, and the amount 
of the orders paid exceeded those issued 
by $5,219,849. 

Another fact shown by the auditor's 
report is that large sums of money are 
sent to foreign countries, comparatively 
little of which finds its way back. The 
number of international money orders 
issued exceeded those paid by 3,432,467, 
while the anrount called for by the inter- 
national money orders issued exceeded 


that of those paid by $79,899,819, the 
folks at home, presumably, being en- | 
riched to that extent by natives. of for-| 
eign countries who have come to the 
United States. 

This proportion of the international 
money orders issued and paid holds in 
New England as inthe country generally.

Decided weakness was evidenced in the 
securities markets at the opening and 
during today’s early sales. Stocks 
opencd heavy and in some cases prices 
vielded a point or more during the first 
few minutes. The bears made a par- 
ticularly aggressive attack upon Great 
Northern preferred which declined nearly 
3 points from last night’s closing price 
within the first 15 minutes. Union 
Pacific also was under pressure, opening 
off a point and declining substantially 
during the first part of the session. 

The local market reflected the weak- 
ness in Wall street and fractional re- 
cessions were noted throughout the list. 

There was nothing in the morning 
news to cause the downward movement 
and it was attributed mostly to bear- 
ish activity. 

Union Pacific was forced under 177 
before rallying. .Great Northern pre- 
ferred continued weak and the entire 
market remained heavy and quiet. 
Toward midday there were some recov- 
eries here and there but were confined 
principally to the fractions. 

Steel opened off % at 80% and de- 
clined another point before rallying. 
Reading opened % lower than last 
night’s closing at 1535 and declined 
over a point. American Smelting opened 
off % at 81% and lost over a point. 
Amalgamated Copper opened off % at 
695% and declined under 69. Southern 
Pacific lost nearly 2 points. 

Of the specialties U. S. Express opened 
off 2 points and remained heavy. Sears 
Roebuck opened off 14% at 181 and lost 
1% more during the early sales. Federal 
Smelting was up over 2 points at 52%. 

Butte & Balaklava again became heavy 
on the local market on the denial of 
the report that its legal troubles had 
been settled. It opened at 7% and de- 
clined over a point during the first half 
of the session. North Butte opened up 
1% at 35% and dropped a good fraction.

This would mean a total income of 
something over the $7,156,856 of 1909, 
although in point of actual percentage 
earned on the common stock, 1910 showed 
the highest with 7.31 per cent, against 
6.98 per cent the year previous and 4.25 
per cent in 1908. 

The larger net surplus of 1910 over 
1909 was due principally to the big de- 
crease in interest charges on the certifi- 
cates of indebtedness. There has been 
considerable talk of the common stock 
being placed upon a dividend basis, but. 
although earnings are satisfactory, the 
company needs to carry a large workigg 
capital and it is not thought that any 
disbursement will be made before the

It is expected that a large part of the 
$7,500,000 first mortgage 4 per cent 
bonds of the Kansas City Terminal!

WILLIAM GILLETTE’S CAREER. 

William Gillette, equally noted as both 
actor and playwright, was born in Hart- 
ford, Conn., July 24, 1853. His father 
was Francis Gillette, at one time United 
States senator for Connecticut. The Gil- 
lettes were related to the families of 
Henry Ward Beecher and Charles Dudley 
Warner. 

Upon the completion of his schooling, 
gained at the Hartford “high school and 
at the University of New York, the 
youthful Gillette made his debut as an 
actor in 1875 in the melodrama, “Across 
the Continent,” with « New Orleans 
stock company, managed by Ben de Bar. 
After the close of this engagement Gil- 
lette secured an opening with the stock 
company at the Globe theatre, Boston. 
his first part being Guzman in “Faint 
Heart Ne’er Won Fair Lady.” Gillette 
was a member of this company for a 
season and a half, after which he ap- 
peared with Jolin T. Raymond in Mark 
Twain's play, “The Gilded Age,” making 
his New York debut in this piece at 
the Park theatre, April 29, 1877. This 
was followed by a two years’ connection 
with the Macauley Stock Companies in 
Cincinnati and Louisville. 

Mr. Gillette now turned his attention 
to playwriting, his first work to receive 
a hearing being “The Professor,” which 
was brought out at the Madison Square 
June 1, 1881, with the author in 
the title role. After two seasons in this 
play he toured as Douglas Winthrop in 
“Young Mrs. Winthrop.” Early in the

GERMAN methods of teaching are frequently 
brought forward as examples which show 
Teaching how the students are impelled to thorough- 

ness. Professors in the great universities of 
and _ Germany make it a constant reminder to 
_ their classes that no matter how intellectual 
| Concentration | and progressive the teaching staff, without 
| | cooperation on the part of the students the 
entire education fabric would fall to pieces. 
The close attention with which the one or 
other distinguished scholar is followed when on the lecture platform 
in the university is one way in which the German student heeds the 
injunction that cooperation is essential. He realizes that years of 
devotion to a specific study have placed before him an invaluable 
storehouse for information. The German professor has an audience 
which is entirely sympathetic. American exchange professors, who 
have had the opportunity to lecture before the University of Berlin, 
have been impressed by the cooperative atmosphere which pervades 
that institution on the occasion of their appearance. 

In following his study books the German student again demon- 
strates his desire for gaining thoroughness. He has come to realize 
that learning does not necessarily mean application. One may study 
and burn the oil until the break of day, and yet, lacking concentration, 
may fail to get at the kernel. Specialization itself leads nowhere 
unless the fact is borne home that strict attention must be given 
to details. 

Because close attention is given to some specific branch it does 
not necessarily follow that other avenues for gaining knowledge 
should be avoided. The Germans, for instance, are fully cognizant 
of the value which attaches to linguistic qualifications. Suppose, 
for an example, electricity is the special study. The student finds 
that if he is able to know other languages besides his own he may 
at will investigate the literature electricity, find out how it has 
advanced in other countries and thereby gain first-hand knowledge 
denied to those not so well equipped. In the same way, literature 
as a profession would seem a useless calling unless the student nfake 
several languages his own. 

Considerable criticism has been made of late years to the effect 
that the American student devotes too much time to sports. The 
merit of this argument is not clearly established, but the German 
edficational institutions by no means neglect the athletic field or 
the gymnasium. At the same time, the saying that there should be 
a place for everything, with everything in its place, applies directly 
to the methods of German universities and lesser schools. The 
graduate takes this to heart when he enters the army, the world 
of commerce or the profession. As an instance of showing how 
application is a foremost word in- Germany, there may be cited the 
case of Count Zeppelin and his dirigible balloon. Mishap after 
mishap did not make him quit the dirigible field; and while no 
sensational features have attended German aeronautics, the nation 
is gradually establishing flying on a sensible basis. 

It can hardly be denied that American educational iMtitutions 
are equally well equipped with those abroad.
